Door opens to religious 
materials and complaints 


W e learned this week that a 
complaint has been 
lodged against our public 
school board because of a policy, 
overhauled and voted on last week, 
regarding the distribution of reli¬ 
gious materials to students. 

For at least 50 years, according to 
those who can remember taking 
home the burgundy-leather bound 
St. James version of the New 
Testament, it has been accepted 
practise for some schools across the 
province to distribute the Bibles 
provided for that purpose by 
Gideons International, the organiza¬ 
tion that places the same Bibles in 
hotel dresser drawers. 

The District School Board of 
Niagara is no exception, but recently 
was challenged on their policy when 
asked to distribute material of 
another religion, perhaps best 
described as anti-religion. 

Their new policy, trustees decided 
last week, would be to allow reli¬ 
gious materials to he sent home to 
students pending approval of the 
director of education, principals and 
parents. Only if parents agree would 
their children be allowed to receive 
the material. 

According to provincial legislation, 
schools are prohibited from reli¬ 
gious exercises or the distribution of 
materials that could be considered 
indoctrination during school hours. 
It is that distinction that allows Eden 
High School to hold its religious 
chapel before the school day starts. 

But schools are allowed to distrib¬ 
ute religious materials outside class¬ 
room hours as long as all requests 
from religious groups are given the 


same consideration. 

Why would our director of educa¬ 
tion want to take on that responsi¬ 
bility? Or to put his principals in the 
position of being involved in such 
discussions, opening themselves to 
charges of discrimination, and the 
board to the human rights com¬ 
plaint they now face and must 
defend? 

It would seem our school board is 
bending over backward in an 
attempt to be fair, when a much 
simpler and certainly more logical 
approach in these times of religious 
diversity would be to simply ban all 
religious material from schools in 
the public school system, with the 
exception of textbooks required for 
approved world religion classes. It 
seems like a huge and somewhat 
ridiculous can of worms to open, all 
so that Gideon Bibles can be given 
to Grade 5 students who likely put it 
away to gather dust and not see the 
light of day. 

It would be so much more reason¬ 
able to prohibit the distribution of 
all religious materials in a public 
school system. End of story. No dis¬ 
cussion about which religions or 
what materials or who can receive 
them. No charges of discrimination. 

However being reasonable, simple 
or logical seems not to be a consid¬ 
eration at our school board. 

One also has to wonder how a 
closer examination of the handling 
and distribution of religious materi¬ 
als at Eden would stand up under 
this new policy. But that would be 
opening up yet another can of 
worms, one the board would likely 
want to avoid.

Annual Easter 
fundraiser will 
help friend who 
suffers from MS.

Niagara-on-the-Lake pho¬ 
tographer Rachel Spiewak 
wants to put an end to the 
dreadful burden of Multiple 
Sclerosis for her friend and 
others who suffer from it. 

Best friends for over 17 
years, Spiewak and Dave 
Canzoneri have gone 
through happy and sad times 
together. “Weddings, funer¬ 
als, surgeries, and babies, you 

laugh or cry together through 
it all,” says Spiewak 

About four years ago, her 
friend’s life changed forever, 
she says, "and my heart broke 
from the unknown." 

Canzoneri was suffering 
from blurred vision in one 


eye, and sought treatment at 
a walk-in clinic. He was sent 
to an optometrist the same 
day, who diagnosed him with 
optical neuritis, an indicator 
of MS. After a series of tests, 
that diagnosis was confirmed 
by a neurologist. 

He began treatment which 
included injecting himself 
with a needle daily, but after 
two years of injections and 
painful reactions, he went off 
the medication, and Spiewak 
headed to an MS clinic at 
MacMaster Hospital with 

There they met an amazing 
team of doctors and nurses, 
who could not have been 
more helpful. “Bombarded 
with new information and as 
many answers as anyone 
could have, we headed back 
to Niagara with a new hope 
for a disease that has been 
labeled one with no cure.” 

Spiewak says when she was 
an elementary school stu¬ 
dent, and each opportunity 
to help fundraise for a cause 


came along the MS Walk was 
the one that tugged at her. “I 
could not understand the 
concept of a disease that had 
no cure. Every year I signed 
up to raise money for the 
fundraiser, telling everyone 
that we will have a cure one 
day. How could we not? I 
never could fully understand 
at that young age why MS was 
so striking to me.” 

The day she stood in her 
Virgil kitchen and learned her 
friend had MS, “everything 
came together and it some¬ 
how all made sense. There 
was the connection to why as 
a young child I was so 
inspired to help find a cure." 

In 2007 Spiewak by this 
time a successful photogra¬ 
pher who specializes in fami¬ 
ly portraits, came up with an 
idea to raise money for the 
annual walk for MS. “We cre¬ 
ated Team Canary—Dave's 
last name is Canzoneri and I 
had never been able to pro¬ 
nounce it so I have always 
called him Dave Canary— 


and we registered for our 
yearly walk” 

Spiewak launched an 
Easter special for her clients, 
photographing their children 
with five baby chicks and 
bunnies.
